With 5,000 participants at 140 sites across the state, SASH is a nationally 

recognized model transforming health care delivery services for seniors and 

disabled individuals.  An independent evaluation of the program found reductions 

in Medicare expenditure growth of $1,536 per person or $7.6 million annually.
